Home Cured Prune Dead 
Meals Reduce Wood From 
Living Expenses Citrus Grove 


I iving expenses cun he c< nsidcnthly 
reduced by home production. Meat is 
one of the dearest article* of food 
and every farmer should produce at 
least enough for his own table. The 
g 1 catest trouble with home produced 
meats In the South is preservation. 
Many farmers have trouble, owing to 
the warm, mild winters, n averting 
spoilage. 

C. K. McQuarrie, stall agent for 
tlu* University of Florida Extension 
Division suggests that very little tr*w 
|<1 will bi had if proper precaution! 
are taken in the beginning. The hogs 
should be killed iu the afternoon, 
liaitg the carcass uo in a place where 
it will be *heltervd only from rain, 
but where free air can strike it. Split 
in halves. Allow It tn hang over night 
to chill. If cold storage «>r ice is 
available use it. hut »ec »h> uld not 
come in direct contae* «*»tti the meat 
because’ tile meat is apt to become 
soggy from the melting ice. When 
he carcass is chilled cut it up. salt 
and leave in the salt for iix weeks. 

Thi meat wilt then he ready for 
smoking. Din in hot water to remove 
th* salt. Wipe dry and smoke. Use 
hickory or some other hard wood for 
the sutok*. llickorv Is the best be- 
• .vise of its flavoring and lack of 
di*agi««al 4 d qualities which are found 
in certain soft woods.—Agricultural 
New* Service.

The Atlantic 
ocean is known *n he about one-alxti- 
nh mon sally than tkr Pacific and 
twrvaixticth* more 10 than the Indian 
orran This is in spite of the fact 
that it rrcrivr* ctmsidcrahiy more 
f ffgh **•♦*»* «t*-ftinnir>* In oroportion to 
it* rvtmt, an apparent anomaly. Bui, 
point* nnt tlir scientise, the Atlantic 
itself supplies, by evaporation, most 
nf the rain that ultimately drain* b.vk 
into it Th.* prevailing west winds, 
on the other hand, carry much of its 
moisture to Indian or even Pacific 
ocean water sheds. As no fre%h wa¬ 
ter conic* down to replace this lost 
evaporation the residue of the Atlan¬ 
tic become* saltier. Inflow gmttvnl 
the Horn and Cape of Good Hope 
alone prevent* |h|a process from go¬ 
ing further than it does.—Ex. 


The citrus grove is apt to be ne- 
h looted during the rush of pickinug 
season. Diseases are forgotten in the 
effort to harvest the fruit. But the 
far-sighted grower will taka precau¬ 
tions against the diseases winch arc 
sure 10 appear next spring. Th.- best 
time tc do this is during the tew 
weeks when the trees arc •cmi-dor- 
mant. 

U. P, Floyd, plant physiologist to 
die University of Horida Experi¬ 
ment 5 t«t»on, ndvisrs that all dead or 
diseased wood be pruned from th** 
if rove during *hc next tew* weeks 
Sue** wood harbors not only insects, 
but fungous, enemies. Scab, n\cUn- 
oie. and withertip find protection in 
dead tissues. It is imperative that 
this wood he takrn out and destroy¬ 
ed before it Ntart* new growths, be¬ 
cause otherwise the diseased orggn- 
t*ms will attack th* tender growth a« 

• Oon a* it appears, Melanose will 
*tnrt with the new prowili and it will 
he ton late then to do the pruning. 

Not only the dead wood hut any 
other parts of »lie tree which show 
a diseased or unthrifty condition 

• hnttld be rltmiuaGd Do not leave 
*Mths ev-cn nf living branches. These 
will die nnd be a source of rnntam- 
matlou. Cut the limb* off close to 
the branch or body of the tree. The 
cut surface should not be at right 
angles with the axis of the branch 
pruned, but parallel to the n*i* of 
the parent branch. This will give a 
Lirg-r wound hut will heal without a 
stub. Taint the larger cut vtrlaces 
with some ntoUture-pronf covering 
so that disease cannot enter and to 
prevent evaporation from the wound 
during the healing proersses. 

Pruning will go a long way toward 
preventing the vnriou^ diseases caus¬ 
ed by organism^ The grower may 
not think that hr has lime to do the 
work now, but when the disease* 
Appear it will he too Inte. A ’fftle 
lafrr in the *ro*nn it may he neces¬ 
sary to do some spraying to control 
»cah.— Agricultural News Service.

The »>apyrui used by the ancient 
Egyptians wsa made from the items 
of a f. p«rllar watrr reed growing in 
all t«rt# of Egypt, The outside 'ayer 
of the plant removed, ami beneath 
tin* were fcvnd a number <>t layers 
of a delicate, pithy membrane. There, 
being separated, were placed in .'ny- 
er*.

A 
heavy prcfMtre was then nptdird, nnd 
the layer* were firmly cemented into 
a fair article of paper. No gum other

1 ban the b\»iagc paper made by the 
inodce* 1. achme*. Tlie sheets wrra 
made from six to twelve Inches sq tare.
